A heavy highway accident toll 
in this .section during the m onth of 
October is shown in m onthly report 
summaries prepared today at the 
Buford avenue substation of the 
state motor police 
The m onth of 
October saw more accidents iii this 
section than during the preceding 
m onth of September but remained 
considerably below the figures for 
October, 1937, in most respects. 
The 29 crashes investigated in this 
.section during last m onth by state 
motor police caused three deaths 
and injured 27 other persons, some 
of them seriously.

The most serious highway acci­

Tile other fatal accident of 
the m onth was th at in which a 
hit-and-run driver struck Millard 
Oliver Stull, Gettysburg R. D., as 
he walked along the Fairfield road 
early on the m orning of October 23.

The police of the traffic division

This is owing to the fact that the 
battle covered a 
period of three 
days, the length of the opposing lines 
and the great diversity of the terrain 
over which Hie different engagem ents 
were fought 
Location 
The narrative will tell som ething 
of the tract historically known as 
the Wheatfield which was a whirl­ 
pool of battle on the afternoon of the 
second day when Longstreet made 
the attack on the left of Meade's 
line of battle. 
It is located south of 
the Wheatfield road, formerly known 
as the Millerstown road which inter­ 
sects the Taneytown road on the 
east and crosses the Emmitsburg 
road at right angles at the Peach 
Orchard.

itself 
covers an area of ten acres of tillable 
land It has an open front along the 
south side of the Wheatfield road, 
while the east, west and south sides 
are bounded by belts of timber 
The owner at the time of the 
battle and for some years thereafter 
was John Rose, a Baltimorean, who

W heatfield was a part, from a real 
estate agent, who told him an agri­ 
cultural life was one of independence 
and enjoyment.

GET ATTENTION 


W ashington Nev I -AP) — One 
out of every three candidates run­ 
ning for seats in congress is count­ 
ed by pension advocates as pledged 
to support some brand oi bigger and 
better pensions for the old folks. 
'Hie proposals cover a wide range 
Som e want co lower from 65 to 60 
the age lim it at which pensions may 
be paid. 
Some propose bigger pen­ 
sions, going all the way from the 
$30 a month upper limit of the pros­ 
er'1. .social security act to the $30 
every Thursday of California 'n "harn- 
and-eggers.’’ 
Organizers and campaigners have 
had a fertile field. 
The nation has 
11,715,000 
ijersons 
over 
60. 
And 
most of the high powered pension 
advocates preface their promises to 
pay with “alter 60.’ 
The social 
.security -law sets 05 as the age at 
which payment starts. 
Reduction of the age limit from 
65 to 60 broadens the politician's ap­ 
peal by 4 117 OOO persons who are 
between those ages, all of whom are 
eligible to vote —and many of whom 


have relatives who can vote. too. 
Tile ;mcr.vba.Hing of pension de­ 
mands. rolling eastward from Cali­ 
fornia first with the Townsend plan 
and later with the $30 every Thurs­ 
day program, makes it orobable that 
the next congress will consider try­ 
ing to boil a little soup, at least, 
out of the numerous roast turkey 
and caviar promises. 
California’s “ham -and-eggers” not 
only axe backing Sheridan Downey 
for the senate and are trying to 
place their system in the state law 
books, 
but also are beginning to 
broaden out. Similar movements are 
springing up in about a dozen other 
states, mostly in the far west. 
Colorado promised $45 a month, 
hasn’t been able to pay it all, and 
is worried over what- to do about It 
Maine, Massachusetts, Idaho, Ala­ 
bama, Tennessee. Florida. Georgia, 
North Carolina, Oklahoma, Texas
